1.1 . Summary:  Post  would  like  to  request  HP's  support  in 
organizing  a new  series  of  DVCs  on  the  Arts  for  FY  2003. 

The  series  will  be  conducted  in  coordination  with  the  newly 
established  College  of  Arts  and  Design  at  the  University  of 
Jordan  and  will  serve  to  educate  and  introduce  the  students 
at  the  college  to  alternative  approaches  to  music,  visual 
art  and  theater.
